JUDGE FOUKE TELLS A STORY. 


'he Tand»lla Jurist) Was In the Martel 


House During the Tornado. 


Among the fatalities reported first as 
he result of the St. Louis tornado waj 
he name of Judge Fouke, of Vandaliu, 
ne of the judges of tho Springfield cir- 
uit. He was badly hurt but not killed. 
The judge has written a letter to James 
B. Bloke, Taylorvillo, relating hia oxperi- 
nce. 
Here is the letter: 


"Vandalia, 111., May 81, 1896.—My 


Dear Hicks—Your letter and telegram 
were received for which I am so grateful. 


can easily conceive the feeling of all my 
riendg, both at the unfortunate and for- 
unate news from East St. Louis. I was 
n the Martel hotel when tho crash came, 
nnd it was crushed like an egg shell, and 
I was underneath the whole; was held 
down by heavy timbers across my back; 
or two hours I was in the most extreme 
agony. They say that it took seven men 
to lift the weight with prys in their 
hands. I was carried to a boarding house 
where I remained until 1 o'clock in the 
norning.andthen taken on a truck to the 
lospital and taken from there home. I 
am much improved; no bones broken or 
serious injuries, "but out of the ring." 
Did you ever try to hold up a two story 
hotel on your back9 Don't try It. It 
hurta. Give my kindly remembrances to 
your family and all' my friends. Tell 
Major Vandeveer that I now understand 
why Mr. Atlas was round shouldered un- 
der bis waist. I will sec you all shortly.

The following is a list of som« of the 


most terrific tornadoes, cyclones, hurri- 
canes and storms of tbe world in modern 
times: 


Calcutta, Nov. I, 1867.—Cyclone; 90,- 


000 persons were drowned. The crops in 
Lower Bengal were destroyed; 78,000 
persons died of cholera.

Members of the Salvation Organization 


Taken to the Station I-ust Night 


by l?our OlBsers. 


Considerable excitement was caused on 


the streets last night at about S o'clock, 
occasioned by the wholesale arrest of the 
Salvation Army, about twenty-five in 
number. The officers had received pro 
tests from various merchants on Lincoln 
square about tbe army causing the side 
walks to be blocked and in other ways in 
terfering with the proper conduct of busi 
-ess The matter was laid before the city 
council Monday night when a vote wa 
taken instructing the mayor and the po 
lice to enforce the ordinar.ee. Tuesda 
tbe mayor had an interview with Captain 
Stone, the lady cxhorter in charge of the 
army. He pointed out the provisions and 
penalties of the ordinance relating to 
blocking the sidewalks, and advised her 
to observe the law. Captain Stone, who 
is an enthusiast in her work, did not im- 
press the mayor that she had any inten- 
tion whatever to observe the law, in fact 
stating that she would go ahead and hold 
her meetings as the Lord was on her side. 


It was evident that the anuy expected 


trouble last night for they had a big time 
at their barracks before they came down 
the stairway for the usual parade. The 
army had increased in size to four times 
the usual number, and the enthusiasm 
was at a high pitch from the start. The 
sidewalk was blockaded and Captain 
Stone did not barken to tbe-orders to 
move on. Thereupon the officers placed 
the whole party or Salvationists under ar 
rest and marched them off to the police 
headquarters. There were about fifteen 
women in tbe party. On the way to the 
court house witn two officers in front and 
two behind the army kept on shouting 
and singing, "We Will Follow Jesus," 
and also "The Pilgrims of the Lord Have 
the Right to Shout and Sing." A great

Business Failure |at Maroa the Keault of 


Bad .Speculations. 


The dry goods firm of Moser & Fried- 


man at Maroa, made an assignment yes- 
terday for the benefit of creditors, and as 
a consequence of the embarrassment the 
Friedman bank went out of business, 
transfering its interests to Crocker & Co.

Mr. Moser 
engaged in speculations of an unfortunate 
nature and he lost about $20,000, which 
he obtained from the bank. He could not 
produce the money and the bank had to 
suspend business.

bank stepped in and assumed all obliga- 
tions and no one will lose a dollar 'Vari- 
ous transfers of property were made in 
effecting the settlement, the Friedmans 
giving up all their property, refusing to 
retain anything in order to make all obli- 
gations good. Besides being connected 
with the bank Mr. Mosor was associated 
with bis father-in-law, 
Meyer Fried- 


man, in the dry goods business under the 
firm name of Moser & Friedman. Meyer 
Friedman has been in that business in 
Maroa for thirty-five years. AH the build- 
Ings and stock of the dry goods firm were 
turned into the assets of the bank, includ- 
ing a $5,000 interest which Mrs. Friedman 
bad in the business, as well as the resi- 
dences of both Moser and Friedman. The 
total amount turned in on this account 
was $33,000. Nothing was held in re- 
serve, not even the homestead rights of 
the members of the firm, amounting to 
about $10,000, and which they conld have 
had exempted if they so desired. 


On behalf of the banking firm S. A. 


Friedman turned over the bank building 
and other collateral amounting to $9,000, 
which made up the balance of the $31,000 
of liabilities. S. A. Friedman is a single 
man and has no personal property. 
He 


is tbe son of Meyer Friedman.
